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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representatives contacted the examiner to discuss the 
art rejection in more detail. Applicant's representatives were advised that the claimed invention is prima facie obvious 
in view of the prior art. The prior art provides flavivirus transcriptional units comprising a CMV-IE promoter and prM/E 
coding regions (Phillpotts et al., 1996). The prior art (Kozak, 1987) also discloses the utility of employing Kozak 
consensus sequences to enhance the translational efficiency of genes in higher eukaryotes. Applicant's 
representatives indicated that they believed the particular combination of CMV-IE promoter, Kozak consensus 
sequence, and prM/E coding region resulted in the production of flavivirus proteins with enhanced immunological 
properties. It was suggested that a declaration by the inventor, with accompanying data illustrating these superior and 
unexpected properties, might be useful in addressing the 103 rejection.
